CHICAGO, March . An article pub- 
lished in the Times Herald states that the 
fire which destroyed. the residence of Col.

ENTITLED TO CITIZENSHIP. 


The Foreign-Born Woman Who Marries 
. an American Citizen. 


CLEVELAND, O., March 2%—Judge Au- 
gust J. Ricks of the United States Circuit 
Court to-day handed down an important de- 


cision in reference to the question of wheth- 
er a foreign born woman mes a citizen 
of the United States when she marries a citi- 
gen of this country. 

The decision was rendered on an applica- 
tion by Minnie Whitehead of this city, for 
admission to citizenship in the United States 
of America. Mrs. Whitehead came to this 
coun in 1867 and later married Thomas 
R. Whitehead, a native of the United States.

The adjournment of the Missouri 
Legislature last night without having 
enacted any of the measures demanded 
by the masses of the people closes a 
record which for utter failure to accom- 
plish the purposes of its existence has 
rarely been equaled in the history of this 
State. 

With a supposedly Democratic Sen- 
ate under the domination and control of 
corporate influences; with a Republican 
House ignorant of legislative procedure, 
controlled by a boss, and utterly dead to 
popular appeals, the interests of the 
State have Ween recklessly neglected and 
the confidence of the voters shamefully 
betrayed. 

From first to last the opposing houses 
have worked solely for party advantage, 
losing sight of the fact that no political 
organization can hope to maintain or 
secure supremacy by refusing to do that 
which the great body of the people de- 
mand. From the opening until the clos- 
ing day of this session the public has been 
lost sight of in efforts to make political 
capital and campaign material at any 
cost, when even demagogy suggested a 
prompt compliance with the will of the 
people as constituting the surest and 
straightest road to party victory. 

Many explanations have been made of 
the result of the last election in this 
State. But one of the best is the fact, 
again exemplified, that the Democratic 
Senate has for twenty years unblush- 
ingly blocked all legislation looking to 
the control or restriction of corporation 
power. The voters have now had a 
chance to learn that Republican Senators 
are equally subject to this influence, and 
that the fault lies with the character of 
the persons for whom nominations are 
secured, and not with the principles or 
purposes of either political party. 

The record of this Legislature should 
teach the people that the way to secure 
needed laws ‘hereafter is not through a 
change of parties so much as in a change 
of men. The State of Missouri must be 
represented in the next General As- 
sembly by Democrats and Republicans of 
unimpeachable honesty and courage, of 
known sympathy with the people, and of 
lifelong adherence to the principle that 
popular demands are the highest sources 
of republican government. There must 


never be such another record as that 


just closed by the present Legislature. 

This Assembly was confronted at the 
outset, first, by the necessity of reducing 
cases, which have 
reached the enormous sum of half a 
million dollars a year, while at the same 
ume the administration of justice has 
been retarded and the criminal courts 
brought into disrepute by-reason of the 
laws favoring the criminal. What did 
the Assembly do about it? Talked and 
talked, and nothing more. 

The people were almost unanimous in 
their demand for the enactment of a 
Fellow Servant law that would put a stop 
to the irresponsibility of corporations for 
injuries sustained by their workmen in 
the discharge of duty. What did the 
Assembly do about it? Obeyed the lobby 
abjectly. 

The cities appealed for the passage of 
a law regulating telephone charges in 
this State, and a measure was proposed 
which would have saved to the people at 
least $300,000 a year. What did the As- 
sembly do about it? Nothing. 

The continuance of the school text-book 
commission, which has stood between 
the people and the Book Trust and saved 
nearly half a million dollars to the house- 
holds of this State, besides establishing 
a uniform system that was of inestimable 
benefit, was an absolute necessity that 
cried aloud to the Legislature for action. 
What did the Assembly do about it? 
Allowed the lobby to Kill it. 

The people of the cities asked for a law 
compelling street railroad companies to 
provide cars with fenders, and another 
jaw requiring all dangerous wires to 
be placed underground, in order that the 
dreadful loss of life by existing condi- 


tons might be stopped. What did the 


do about it?

FIND A COMPROMISE. 

The strict enforcement of the Sunday 
laws would probably compel the adop- 
tion of a reasonable mode of living among 
the opposing forces that are forever 
wrangling about them. 3 

The present Sunday laws are a con- 
stant cause of irritation and a nucleus of 
law-breaking elements and influences. 
They cannot be enforced. Juries refuse 
to convict, The partial enforcement of 
the laws is regarded as unjust and the 
complete enforcement of them ‘would 
bring about conditions so trreconcilable 
with modern needs and habits that it is 
ridiculous’ to expect it. But vain at- 
tempts to enforce the laws bring con- 
tempt upon all laws and keep alive com- 
binations to prevent it which serve as 
a bulwark for the law-breaking and 
court-corrupting forces of the com- 
munity. 

Experience proves that the Sunday 
laws as they now stand are wholly at 
variance with the spirit of the times and 
the will of the majority of the people. 
It is the part of wisdom to seek à rea- 
sonable compromise that will secure the 
rights of all, the interests of morality 
and remave the irritation of periodic 
attempts to enforce unenforceable laws. 

The present situation is intolerable. 
One part of the community is contin- 
ually waging a vain warfare on another 
to the great damage of the interests and 
the comfort of all. A peaceful and sat- 
isfactory mode of living must be found. 
Let the Sunday closing and the anti- 
Sunday closing people come together in 
a sensible agreement.

THE HARP OF HOMER. 


In his discovery of the proper method 
of reading the Homeric poems, a synopsis 
of which was given in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, William Vincent Byars 
has made a contribution to classical 
scholarship of the greatest interest and 
importance. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Byars’ discovery is 
that the Homeric poems are based on 
rhyming and assonant staves or runes. 
He has discovered the lost quantity of 
Jreek verse as distinct from accent. 
This quantity is the measure of the 
voice when raised to a chanting pitch 
and governs the verse. It resolves 
Homer’s poetry into bardic or runic 
rhymes so melodious and so strikingly 
beautiful in their simplicity as to bring 
them within the grasp and appreciation 
of the simplest minds. 

Mr. Byars finds that under his simple 
rule not alone Homer’s poems, but all 
Greek and Latin poetry may be set to 
music and sung and memorized by chil- 
dren in the kindergartens. In its simplest 
form the rule necessary to find the 
rhymes is to pronounce every letter as in 
Italian and to give stress to the final 
syllable of every word as in alone,“ un- 
known,” and similar examples. 

This discovery is not that of a gram- 
marian, but of a poet. Mr. Byars turned 
his back on the stilted and artificial 
prosody of pedantic scholarship and let 
his musical ear, his poetic insight and 
intelligence lead him back to the simple 
genius of primitive poetry. He has found 
the sympathetic bond, the kinship exist- 
ing between the great bards of the Greek 
and Latin races and those of all other 
Aryan races. He has discovered the 
charm of Homeric poetry for the an- 
cient Greeks and explained how it was 
that the poems of Homer were caught 
from the lips of the singer and handed 
down from generation to generation as 
the ballads of primitive Greece. 

The effect of this discovery cannot fail 
to be far-reaching. It will restore the 
natural pronunciation and accentuation 
of Greek and Latin. It will popularize 
the poetry of the ancients and turn a 
storehouse of dry-as-dust pedantry into 
a garden of melodious verse in which all 
lovers of poetry may revel as we do now 
in the music of Tennyson and Burns. 
Educational methods and the study of 
ancient literature will probably be rev- 
olutiontzed by it. 
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“THE DETROIT PLAN.“ 


The philanthropic movement inaug- 
urated in Detroit last year, whereby the 
unemployed and deserving poor were 
given means of support by being allowed 
to raise vegetables on vacant city lots— 
the seed, the harrowing and plowing be- 
ing supplied without cost to the poor— 
has passed the stage of experiment and 
is now deemed to be practicable in every 
particular, 

The enterprise commends itself for the 
reason that it gives work to the unem- 
ployed without the stigma of pauperism; 
because it enables the destitute to do 
something for themselves and thus large- 
ly relieve the strain upon public gener- 
osity; because’ it gives land owners a 
chance to help the deserving poor sub- 
stantially without incurring any outlay 
in cash; and because it teaches the poor 
of the great cities that there is health 
and self-help in cultivating the soil, and 
eventually will turn back to the county 
that tide ot population which has for 
thirty years been tending away from 
farms and towards the cities. 

The success ot the Detroit plan is 
largely due to the energy and public 
spirit of Capt. Cornelius Gardener of the 
19th Infantry, United States Army, now 
stationed at Fort Wayne, inside the city 
limits of Detroit. His large experience 
with army gardens and in the handling 


‘of men led Mayor Pingree to appoint 


h chairman of the committee having 
the ‘philanthropic movement in charge, 
ad un. carried it to a successful issue, 
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has offered the use of two vacant city 
lots owned by him to help along the good 
work. 3 N 

It is a movement that should appeal 
strongly to all who are philanthropically 
inclined. It has the great merit that it 
bestows charity without lowering the 
self-respect of. those who benefit by 
it. It is the most reasonable and most 
practical application of the doctrine of 
self-help. It blesses him that gives and 
him that receives, and ét will surely find 
advocates and supporters in St. Louis 
who will make it a success here as it has 
been in Detroit and as it promises to be 
in New York. 

THE NEW WOMAN'S BIBLE. 

There really seems to be no limit to the 
vaulting ambition of the New Woman. 
In parliament assembled, as the read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch learned last 
week, she proposes to pass a substitute 
for the word of God as received from the 
inspired writers of old. 

The New Woman has concluded that 
the Creator was old-fogy in his notions 
and did not know what he was about 
when he made woman. Although cen- 
turies have passed since the thing was 
done, she proposes to change the pro- 
ceedings to accord with the modern con- 
ception of the dignity, power and glory 
of the female human being. She regards 
the making of woman from a rib of man 
as a foolish and unnecessary way of do- 
ing the job. Although pleased with the 
recognition of the superior desire of 
woman for knowledge, contained in the 
story of the fall, she does not altogether 
like the story or the consequences of sin, 
and intends to make a change for the 
better—something that man has long 
ardently desired to do, but has been un- 
able to accomplish. 

Poor, weak man is appalled at the rest- 
less activity of the New Woman. The 
best he has attempted in the way of 
changing the’ Bible is to retranslate or 
find new interpretations for old words. 
He will await with breathless interest 
the amendment of Bible history and the 
modernizing of the Gospels and the 
teachings of the Apostles, particularly 
those of St. Paul. 

But why bother with the task of 
amending the old Bible? If it can be 
amended, it can be abolished. Let us 
have a new revelation from the inspired 
women of the nineteenth century. A New 
Woman's Bible would be a desirable 
foundation for the new heaven and new 
earth which the New Woman is to estab- 
lish. Why not begin with the proposi- 
tion that the Creator of the universe 
is a woman? 

Really this plan of revising the crea- 
tion shows how little has heretofore been 
known about woman. If, for instance, 
the man who said that women have no 
humor had heard of this scheme he never 
would have said it.

PECESSITIES FOR STREET CARS. 
It is generally recognized that next to 


effective fenders the regulation of the, 


speed of cars and proper brakes which 
enable the motorman or gripman to stop 
the car promptly are of the greatest im- 
portance in preventing street car acci- 
dents. Upon the brake power largely 
depends the speed permissible within 
the limits of safety. 

The powerful levers used in gripcars 
make the question of an improved brake 
less important in their case than in the 
case of the electric motor cars where 
cranks must be used. The great possible 
and actual speed of the electric cars still 
further increases the importance of the 
brake power. Most of the accidents that 
occur are caused by the electric motor 
cars. 

When the question of protecting life 
was under consideration by the Council 
Railroad Committee the street railway 
managers were asked why they did not 
apply air brakes to electric cars. 
answered that expertment had shown 
that these brakes were unreliable because 
frequent stoppages exhaust the supply 
of air. 

A writer in the Scientific American s 
gests an easy way out of this difficuly. 
The cars are supplied with abundgnt 
electrical power. Why not use it for 
braking purposes? The motor coul 
reversed and the brake applied wi 
mendous force with one turn of the motor 
bar if a simple device were invented to 
accomplish the object. . 

The regulation of speed is a proper sub- 
ject of legislation. The speed is/exces- 
sive on many electric roads in this city. 
It will have to be reduced and/the ex- 
tent of reduction will depend upon the 
enterprise of the companies in supplying 
improved appliances to protect life. Ef- 
fective fenders and brakes are necessi- 
ties for safety under a high rate of speed.

merchandise or commodity, or shall enter 
into, become a member of pr à party to any 
pool, agreement, contract, combination or 
ederation to fix or limit the amount or 
uantity of any article, commodity or mer- 
andise to be manufactured, mined, pro- 
ld in this State, shall be deemed 
and adju guilty of a conspiracy to de- 
fraud, be subject to penalties as pro- 
vided in this act.“ 

It was intended that this section should 
cover and include fire insurafice companies, 
but the law not stating in so many words 
that insurance was included, and there 
being some doubt abaut the construction of 
the word “commodity,” boards of under- 
writers were enabled to take advantage of 
the situation and did combine to fix the 
rates of insurance.

“Any corporation organized under the

confederation or understanding with any 
other corporation, partnership, individual 
or any other person or association of per- 
ons, to reguiate or fix the price of any 
article of manufacture, mechanism, mer- 
chandise, commodity, convenience, repair, 
any uct of mining, or any article or 
thing whatsoever, or the price or premium 
to be paid for insuring property against loss 
or damage 17 fire, lightning, or storm, or to 
maintain said price when so regulated or 
fixed, or shall enter into, become a member 
of or a party to any pool, agreement, con- 
tract, combination or confederation to fix 
or limit the amount or quantity of any arti- 
cle of manufacture, mechanism, merchan- 
dise, commodity, convenience, repair, any 
product of mining, or any article or thing 
whatsoever, or the price or premium to be 
paid for 1 — against loss or 
damage by fire, lightning or storm, shall be 
deemed and adjudged guilty of a conspiracy

Bouel-Berenberg, the senior Vice President. 
As he did so Von Bennigsen expressed the 
belief that Dr. Burklin, the other Vice Presi- 
dent, who is now in Switzerland, will follow 
Von Levetzow’s example. The remark was 
loudly cheered by the members of the Right. 
Thies cau Richter to remark in a sarcas- 
tic ay? that even without Von Levetzow 
urklin the Reichstag would still 
be able to continue its labors. The state- 
ment elicited loud cries of no,“ from the 
Right, and much laughter from the members 
of the Left. The House took a minor vote on 
the estimates and adjourmed until Tuesday 
next, March 28. 

Although it was known that consider- 
able opposition existed among the members 
of the Reichstag to formally congratulat- 
ing Prince Bismarck on his birthday, yet 
it.was not expected that this opposition 
would be carried to the extent of a motion 
not to do so. The united vote of the Cen- 
trists, Poles, Freissiniges and members of 
— Volkspartei have brought about this 
ssue. 

WILL ASK A DISSOLUTION. 

It was stated in the lobbies of the Reich- 
8 this evening that the Conservatives 
and National Liberals who were dissatisfied 
with the present composition of the Reich- 
og — on the reassembly of the House 
on esday, endeavor to force the Govern- 
ment to dissolve. If they succeed their 
idea is to go to the country with Prince 
Bismarck’s name as a rallying cry and 
enlarging on to-day’s affair as being an in- 
sult to the founder of the empire. The gen- 
eral opinion, however, is that the moment is 
not favorable for a campaign, and that the 
elections would quite possibly result in a 
further increase in the membership of the 
Socialist party, as the latter has lately 

improving its position even in the ag- 
ricultural districts by elaborate organiza- 
tion and propaganda. 

In contrast to the action of the Reichstag, 
in the Lower House of the Prussian Diet to- 
day the Centrists, ,Poles, Freissinniges and 
Socialists again united inst a similar 
motion to congratulate rince EXsmarck 
on his birthday. In this instance the Gov- 
ernment secured the adoption of the propo- 
sition by a large majority. 

THE EMPEROR'S TELEGRAM. 

The result of the vote in the Reichstag 
was tnstantiy convevei to Fn: eror William, 
whose intense annoyance can be judged by 
the following telegram, which he immedi- 
ately penned and caused to be forwarded to 
Prince Bismarck:

ENGINES IN THE RIVER. 


An Inundation That Wrecked a Gov ern- 
ment Warehouse. 


OSCEOLA, Ark., March 23.—The river 
bank near Elmont, five miles north of this 
place began caving this morning in front 
of the Government warehouse in which is 
stored hundreds of» thousands of dollars’ 
worth of engines, machinery and material. 
Half an acre of ground caved in under the 
end of the warehouse, which collapsed and 
two or three engines fell into the river. The 
Mississippi River Commissioners came 
down. soon after this occurred and Capt. 
Rees put men to work moving the contents 
of the warehouse to a place of safety. 

One negro laborer was near the bank and 
the ground caved in and he was drowned. 
The bank is still caving in slowly and the 
remainder of the warehouse will soon go 
into the river.

ST, LOUIS MANUFACTURERS, 


Preparations to Form an Effective Or 
ganization to Benefit the City. 


The manufacturing interests of St. Louis 
are preparing to form a local organization. 
A call has been mailed to every manufac- 
turing firm in the city for a meeting to be 
held at the Mercantile Club at 3:30 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, March 26. In the call 
it is set forth that “the manufacturing in- 
terests of the city of St. Louis have asumed 
such large proportions, now ranking as the 
fifth city in the Union in the value of her 
products; that manufacturers produce 
wealth and exercise a stimulating influence 
upon all branches of commerce far greater. 
than any other individual interest, and that 


this immense interest is to-day practically 
unrecognized in its importance, largely by 
reason of the lack of an organization de- 
voted to the specific matters that affect 
the welfare and prosperity of manufactur- 
ers.“ 

Therefore, says the call, it has been deem- 
ed advisable that an organization of manu- 
facturers be formed, and, to this end, the 
meeting has been arranged for the date 
and place mentioned. 

This call has been signed by forty-two 
of the largest manufacturing firms of the 
city, 

A heavy attendance at the meeting is ex- 
pected, as a great deal of interest has been 
shown in the proposed organization. 

Mr. L. D. Kinsgsland, who is vice-presi- 
dent for Missouri of the National Manu- 
facturers’ Association, has returned from 
a meeting of that body in Philadelphia. 
That meeting adopted several important 
resolutions. One recommended to Congress 
the appointment of a tariff commission to 
be formed for the purpose of investigating 
all tariff questions and of recommending 
to Congress proper action on such ques- 
tions. Another provided for the appointment 
of a commission to recommend to Congress 
what may be deemed for the best in- 
terests of the country from a business 
standpoint. Neither of these commissions 
are to be composed of Congressmen, but 
to be strictly non-partisan and made up of 
representative business men. A third reso- 
lution adopted was for the establishment 
of a cabinet position to be known as the 
Bureau or Department of Manufacturing. 

The question of joining the national or- 
ganization of manufacturers is one which 
will be settled by the meeting and may 
not become a fact. 


LITTLE NELLIE DONNELLY,

HER REIGN NEARLY ENDED. 
The Serious Condition of Her Health 


Greatly Affects the Parlia- 
mentafy Situation.

LONDON, March 23.—Mrs. Emily Craw- 
ford contributes to this week's Truth the 
first public mention of the Queen’s serious 
condition, concerning which there is much 
private discussion. Mrs. Crawford writes 
that on arrival at the railway station at 
Nice the Queen “seemed unable to .raise 
her head. She looked up and around under 
her eyelids as if wanting strength to look 
otherwise, One might have thought she did 
not feel her feet under her. as with the as- 
sistance of her servants she tried to de- 
scend the sloping gangway from the train 
into the station.“ 

It is well-known among those familiar 
with court affairs that rheumatism of the 


knees has lately not only developed com- 
plete loss of power over both legs, but hus 
extended to the back and arms and that a 
fatal issue is to be feared at almost any 
time. The reports of the Queen’s condition 
seriously affect the parliamentary situa- 
tion. With the death of a sovereign parlia- 
ment is dissolved, This contingency is un- 
doubtedly an important factor in all the 
present calculations. 

The political atmosphere is charged with 
sensational possibilities. The government 
organs have published this week very eva- 
sive reports of Lord Rosebery's intention 
to resign, but the opposition journals re- 
peat the rumor daily. The Times in a lead- 
er this week discusses for the first time 
reports cabled a fortnight ago. Mean- 
while Rosebery is in almost complete re- 
tirement in the country, and the Premier- 
ship practically is out of commission. His 
doctors give only the guarded opinion that 
he may soon recover. 

The correspondent learns from friends of 
Earl Spencer, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
who visited him yesterday at Epsom, that 
Rosebery still is able to get only a few 
hours’ sleep out of the twenty-four, and 
that only in the afternoon. Those who saw 
him at the Cabinet meeting the other day 
say that his hair has turned quite white in 
consequence of his intense suffering and 
continued insomnia. Of course this cannot 
last, and unless some relief is soon found 
he will certainly resign at no distant day. 
There has not been an hour in the last 
three weeks when he would not have done 
so except for the opposition of friends. 
Should the Conservatives come into power 
at the general election necessitated by 
such resignation they probably would have 
a short tenure, unless they could repeat 
their success, for the Queen’s death is con- 
sidered inevitable within a year or two at 

e most. 

Princess Beatrice, who is now her con- 
stant companion, has of late been always 
present ‘during her interviews with the 
Ministers and is recognized in official cir- 
cles as practically the wielder of all the 
royal prerogatives. It is well understood 
that the Queen has willed this favored 
daughter the bulk of her savings, believed 
to be $7,600,000, together with Osborne and 
Balmoral, both residences: being the private 
property of the Queen. 

The report is current in the clubs here 
that the Prince of Wales, being convinced 
now of the superiority of the Ailsa over 
the Britannia, wishes to sell his yacht, 
and that she is likely to go to a foreign 
purchaser. 

BOOT AND SHOE TRADE STRIKE. 

The astonishing statement is made in 
the course of the strike in the boot trade 
here this week that the prices paid to work- 
men here are in many cases double those in 
the United States. A large consignment of 
American made shoes was received lately 
at Northampton, the center of the indus- 
try here, and the following statement was 
made as to the cost of making: The amount 
paid in America for lasting, putting on sole 
and heel by hand is 8% pence, at Northamp- 
ton 1 shilling 6 pence; for sewing in welt 
and stitching, in America 2 pence, in North- 
ampton 5 pence; for finishing, in America 6% 
pence, in Northampton 11 pence. Total 
cost of work in America is 1 shilling 3% 
pence; in Northampton, 2 shillings 10 pence. 

This allows a cargo of shoes to be sent 
here and sold for less than the same qual- 
ity can be made here. These facts have 
been known for a long time to the em- 
plovers and thev have tried -e introduce 
the American system of making, but without 
success, because of the refusal of the trade 
unions to allow any departure from the 
old-fashioned methods. Americans work in 
teams of eight, and each confines himself 
to some part of the shoe. In England not 
more than four are allowed in a team, and 
each one has to do several different kinds 
of work. The changing of tools and the 
difficulty involved in the adaptation of the 
eye and hand to fresh work limit the power 
of production here as compared with the 
American method. Yet in 1893, when this 
question was brought by the employers be- 
fore the national conference the unionists 
refused to consider it. The result is that 
America is increasing her exports every 
28 not only to England, but to the Brit- 
sh possessions in distant parts of the world. 

CATHOLICISM GAINING, 

The interview between Viscount Halifax, 
President of the English Church Union, and 
the Pope yesterday is regarded in Roman 
circles here as of great importance and 
significant of the enormous strides the 
Catholic Church has made recently in En- 
gland. In a recent letter the correspondent 
noted the number of the English clergy who 
have taken orders in the Roman Church 
during the last two years. The mere fact 
of Lord Halifax’s visit would have raised a 
storm in the English Church a few years 
ago, but it hardly excites comment in to- 
day’s papers. The Church Union has in its 
ö 3.000 of the Anglican clergy and 
twenty bishops. Lord Halifax is reported 
as asking the Pope to send “a tender and 
gracious message to the Anglicans in the 
forthcoming encyclical.”” On what und 
and with what purpose is not explained. 

It is stated that customers from the 
United States have been buyers in the Lon- 
don silver market this week, and that the 
American producers are holding firmly for 
a further rise. The Statist, however, thinks 
that both Japan and China are so much on 
this side for war equipments that a large 
part of the prospective indemnity will be 
covered by bills instead of silver.

ILLINOIS CITIES. 


The Importance of the Law Just 
Passed by the Legislature. 


POWERS: LEF T TO MAYORS. 


Bill to Make Bachelors of a Certain 
Age Pay an Annual Tax 
of $25.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 23.—The big 
event of the past week in the Illinois Legis- 
lature has been the passage of the civil 
service bill, and its approval by Governor 
Altgeld. This measure, as heretofore ex- 
plained, applies only to such cities as may 
choose to adopt it by a vote of the people. 
It leaves the Mayor free to select the heads 
of the various departments of the city gov- 
ernment, but all the subordinate employes 
are placed under strict civil service rules. 
The Mayor is to appoint three civil service 
commissioners, and examinations are to be 


regularly held. Appointments are to be 
made * upon the merits of the appli- 
cants as shown by the examination. he 
act was framed to meet the urgent needs 
of Chicago, and it Will be submitted to the 
people of that city at the April election for 
their approval or rejection, The measure 
is so constituted that if adopted the new 
Mayor of Chicago will have 2 1 * 
in which to turn out the old men by e 
wholesale and fill their places with his 
friends, without having them subjected to 
the ordeal of an examination, This was the 
feature which was go objectionable to the 
Democratic members of the Legislature 
but rather than see the measure defeat 
they voted for its passage.

THOMPSON'S FATE 
IN THE BALANCE. 


n 


State Completes Its Chain of 
Evidence Against Him. 


THE CASE AS PRESENTED. 


Admission of. Letters Written by the 
Defendant Disturbs His Attorney, 
Who Hoped to Bar Them Out. 


The fate of the negro, George Thompson, 
who is charged with the murder, by poison- 
ing, of Joseph Cunningham, the man who 
succeeded him as sexton of St. Peter's Epis- 
copal Church, hangs in the balance. Twelve 
sworn citizens are pondering, in the Four 


twenty witnesses who laid before them the 


fiendish details of the horrible crime. 

To-morrow and Tuesday these twelve men 
and true will listen to the evidence of some 
thirty-five individauls by whose aid the de- 
fendant expects to clear himself of nis 
threatened doom. 

By Tuesday night or Werlnesday these 
twelve patient citizens will hays finally 
given into their care for decision the ques- 
tion whether or not Thompson shall hang 
for Cunningham’s death. 

To prove its theory of the case the pros- 
ecution introduced nine witnesses Friday 
afternoon and eleven more yesterday, con- 
cluding its case at 5 p. m. 

After court had adjourned Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Orric Bishop, associated 
with Mr. Zachritz in the prosecution, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: “I think the 
State has made out a very strong case 
against Thompson. Our most material wit- 
ness was the writing expert, W. L. Fitzger- 
ald, who testified that seven different spec- 
imens of handwriting shown him were evi- 
dently the work of one man. One of these 
Was the forged order to Ruckersfeld for the 
strychnine. Another was the anonymous 
letter written to Organist Beckett, in which 
the writer referred to Cunningham as ‘that 
low Irish Joe,’ and threatened to put him 
out of the way. The others were specimens 
of Thompson's handwriting which Capt. 
O'Malley secured in his cell.“ 

OPINION OF THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Marion C. Early, the defendant’s at- 
torney, does not think that the State made 
out a particularly strong case. During the 
afternoon, when it looked as if the court 
would not allow the State to introduce the 
letters written by Thompson, or an expert, 
Early was jubilant. 

“The State’s attorneys are nonplussed,”’ 
said he. “They don’t know which way to 
turn. The court refused to Jet Beckett testi- 
fy when they wanted to make him tell the 
jury that Cunningham told him that the 
lunch was brought him by a colored man, 
who said his employer, Mr. McClain, sent 
it to him, and now the court will not let 
them present these letters in evidence. 
Without this evidence before the jury they 
have no case at all. I have summioned 
thirty-five witnesses and by them I will 
disprove every material fact the State's 
witnesses have sworn to. I will prove. an 
alibi for Thompson and I will show the 

rosecution that they ougnt not to try to 

ng a man on suspicion; that they ought 
not to allow a police captain to force a nian 
to write and then use the letters in evi- 
dence against him in a murder trial.“ 

When the court overruled Mr. Early's ob- 
88 however, and permitted the “intro- 
duction of the letters in evidence, the de- 
fendant’s attorney was visibly disappointed 
and was forced to content himself with 
telling the court stenographer to noto his 
exception to the court’s ruling. 

CASH AS PRESENTED. 

The nine witnesses introduced rriday af- 
ternoon were: 

Drs. C. A. and J. N. Trank, J. B. Keber, 
I. N. Love and J. C. Mulhall, Prof. Sanger, 
Mrs. Cunningham, the widow of the de- 
ce Edward Smith, a grogery clerk, and 
Leo Ruckersfeld, a druggist. Prof. Sanger 
stated that he had found strychnine in the 
cheese. Smith testified that Thompson had 
bought a bottle of beer from him on the 
day of the poisoning. Ruckersfeld testi- 
fied that on unknown negro had bought 
strychnine from him the same day on an 
order from Dr. Keber, which he afterwards 
found to be forged. 

When the case was re-opened yesterday, 
Franklin 8. Beckett, the organist, was 
called to the witness stand. Before al'‘ow- 


said, Thompson met him on Grand avenue 
and Olive street and told him he would pay 
him if he would take to Joe Cunningham 
a bottle of whisky and blackberry cordial 
to make Cunningham drunk and thus even 
up for Thompson’s discharge. Witness said 
he told Thompson he would take it. 
Thompson gave him the bottle—a small 
blue one—but instead of delivering it he 
broke it. 

The following Wednesday night Thomp- 
son asked him if he had delivered the bottle. 
Witness told Thompson he had, but Thomp- 
son called him a Har and said angrily, “If 
you gave Cunningham that bottle he'd have 
been drunk for a week.’’ 

Sarah Ditto, a domestic at the home of 
Thomas McClain, 37089 West Pine boulevard, 
said that Thompson was present at Mc- 
Clain’s when Joe Cunningham brought 
a basket of mushrooms to Mrs. McClain 
the Tuesday morning of the week before 
the poisoning. 

WANTED STRYCHNINE. 

When court reconvened George Davis, col- 
ored, testified that July last, George Thomp- 
son told him he was going to buy some 
strychnine to kill a dog. The witness advised 
Thompson not to kill the dog that way, be- 
cause he might get into trouble if he bought 
poison, and offered to kill the dog with a 
club, if Thompson would tell him where the 
canine was. This Thompson refused to do. 

August Beckett was then recalled. The 
jury was ushered out and Mr. Zachritz asked 
the witness if Cunningham said anything to 
him while going down in the cellar to eat the 
lunch. Mri Beckett repeated the statement 
that Cunningham told him that Mrs. Mc- 
Clain had sent the lunch by her colored man. 
Mr. Early objected to the admission of this 
evidence and Judge Edmunds ruled it incom- 
petent and declined to allow it to go before 
the jury. 

CAPT O'MALLEY ON THE STAND. 

When the jury returned Capt. Michael 
O’Malley of the Fifth Police District was 
sworn, He identified letters Mr. Zachritz 
handed to him as written by the defendant, 
Thompson, to Mr. Beckett while in a cell at 
the Fifth District Station, after the ison- 
ing; also to his wife, Mrs. Charity Thomp- 
son of 3718 Morgan street, and to Rev. Dr. 
Short, pastor of St. Peter’s Church, who re- 
sides at 3682 Pine street. 

Capt. O'Malley said that after Thompson 
was brought to his station he questioned 
him closely about his connection with the 
tragedy. “I asked him whether he had 
seen Cunningham,” said the Captain, “Sat- 
urday afternoon, and he said that he had 
seen Cunningham sprinkling the lawn in 
front of Stg@’eter’s Church about 4:30 p. m. 
I asked him whether he had seen any mush- 
rooms at Mrs. McClain’s house that Joe 
Cunningham had brought there, but he said 
he had not seen any mushrooms at all.” 

On cross-examination the Captain denied 
that Thompson was influenced in any way 
to write the letters introduced. 

Officer Berry, who last September pa- 
trolled the beat on which St. Peter’s Church 
is located, testified to gs thering up the re- 
mains of the fatal lunch. He identified the 
basket, cheese, crackers, beer bottte, etc., 
in evidence as the same that he found in the 
church. 

Detective Joseph Gocking testified to ar- 
resting Thompson and the latter’s denial, 
at first, that he ever bought my crackers, 
cheese or beer. After some “pumping,” 
he said Thompson admitted that he had. 
The witness identified a note, introduce i as 
an order, he secured from Druggist Ruck- 
ersfeld and which the latter told him was 
given him for some strychnine. It pur 

rted to be an order oan by Dr. Keber. 

he witness also identified several otaer 
articles in evidence. 

He denied that any threats were used to 
make Thompson write the letters to his 
wife or Dr. Short. 

Detective Harrington next identified the 
anonymous letter in evidence as one he re- 
ceived from Beckett. The defense did not 
cross-examine him. 

ETTERS IN BVIDENCE. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz then announced 
that the State wished to introduce in evi- 
dence three letters. Mr. Early objected to 
this, and the jury was excluded while the 
admissibility of these exhibits was argued. 
After quoting of authorities by Prosecutor 
Bishop, the court decided to allow the ex- 
hibits in evidence, and the court stenog- 
rapher read them to the jury. 

‘iliam L. Fitzgerald, a deputy clerk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction then, at 
some detail, testified to his reason for be- 
lieving that all the writing in evidence was 
the work of one man. 

On cross-examinatign Mr. Fitzgerald ad- 
mitted that these statements were simply 
his personal views. 

The exhibits introduced in evidence were 
seven in number. A was the forged strych- 
nine order given to Druggist Ruckersfeld. 
B was the 2 and C the inclosure of 
the anonymous letter to Beckett. 

The other four were samples of handwrit- 
ing, two envelopes and two inclosures, 
which Capt. O’Malley secured from Thomp- 
son in the Fifth District Station. 

After showing these exhibits to the jury 
Mr. Zachritz announced the State’s case 
closed-and Judge Edmunds ordered court 
adjourned until Monday at 10 a. m.

Busi- 
ness men are now so pla as to have to 
lose the exchaage charges. If they refuse 
to do this they ram the risk of losing new 
made customers. 

Complaint is also made that ‘country 
banks, and individaal depositors located in 
couatry towns, send cheeks for deposit in 
St. Louis banks, on which no charge for 
collection is made, no matter where 
they are drawn. 

Still another cause for irritation is the fact 
that the banks in makiag their eharge re- 
ceive as much for collecting checks on Kan - 
sas City, Sedalia, Peoria or other points as 
they do for checks on towns 100 miles from a 
railroad. x, 

Tne business men of St. Louis say they are 
willing to pay actual cost for collections, 
based, of course, on the value of their ac- 
counts.

Consul at Tamatave, Island of Madagascar; 


has been tried before a court-martial by the 
French military authorities, has been found 
guilty of having been in correspondence with 
the Hovas, and has been sentenced to twen- 
ty years’ imprisonment. Waller is a negro, 
and was in his youth a slave in Missouri. 

On April 20, 1894, Mr. Waller secured a 
concession from the Hovas Government of 
the whole of the southern part of the island 
of Madagascar, and this concession was 
obtained in spite of the repeated protests 
of the French residents and the French 
colony generally. The French pioneer colon- 
ists engaged in the India rubber trade con- 


_ sidered that their vested interests had been 


injured by the concession to Mr. Waller, who 


did not share in their opinion.

admitted to be a most valuable one, as it 

Aang rubber district of Fort Dau- 
phin, on the south coast of the island 
and the terms under which the ex-Consul 
obtained it were very much more reason- 
able than any previously granted in Mada- 
gascar. Moreover, the concession is by far 
the largest, and is said to be in every way 
the most important surface concession ever 
granted in Madagascar. It covers an area 
of 225 square miles, or more than five times 
the area of New York City. The lands, in 
addition to producing rubber trees and 
vines in vast quantities, abound in such 
fine timbers as ebony, mahogany and rose- 
wood, and they are admirably adapted to 
the cultivation of tea; coffee, sugar and 
vanilla. 1 

When Mr. Waller obtained his concession 
he announced that he would stop the de- 
struction of rubber trees and vines by the 
natives in their method of getting rubber, 
and that he would increase the producing 
capacity of his concession by having milk 
of the rubber trees extracted in a scientific 
manner. He also proposed to enter largely 
into the cultivation of the rubber plants. 

The harm the placing of American repre- 
sentatibn in this country in the hands of 
France would de to American commercial 
interests is especially shown by the French 
basing their objection to a land grant to an 
American citizen on article six of the Fran- 
co-Malagasy treaty. They say as that arti- 
cle provides that French citizens may re- 
side, travel and carry on trade freely 
throughout the whole extent of the states of 
the Queen, no large grant of land may be 
made. Thie proposition not only shows 
that under French consular representations 
Americans would never obtain large com- 
mercial and agricultural privileges in Mada- 
gascar, but it also clearly indicates that 
the French claim for previous sanction of 
the French Resident General is a mere pre- 
text to invalidate this concession with the 
intent that no more shall be granted. Above 
all, it demonstrates the likelihood of the 
French Government having similarly dis- 
torted the articles in the treaty on which are 
constituted the claim that the Frénch resi- 
dents are the medium of all communication, 
whether in matters of internal administra- 
tion of the country or not, between the con- 
sular representatives of foreigners in Mada- 
gascar and the Malagasy Governments. 

Advices from Tamatave under date of 
Dec. 5 of last year, published here on Jan. 
13 of the present year, said: “Among the 
most yp rominent outrages committed by the 

French marines (in Madagascar) was that 
upon the persons and property of two 
American citizens, one of whom was ex- 
Consul John H. Waller of Kansas in the 
home of an Amergican named John Dublin, 
Mr. Waller was at the time seated in the 
doorway of his friend's house smoking, 
when three French marines, having fri — 
ened away all the natives in the neigh 
hood, approached, They caught sight of Mr.

Chimerical as such an undertaking seems 
to be, its projectors believe it will be a 
success, with most important results.

Academy 8 Mr. Andree outlined his

His plan is to establish headquarters at 
the Norwegian Islands, on the northwest 
coast of itzbergen.

— as entirely practicable, and advised 

im to use a balloon of twenty-two meters 
in diameter, to be constructed of two-fold 
silk covers, and said that a balloon of this 
size and construction would float for thirty 
days without refilling. As an indorsement 
of M. Yon’s statement, Henri Gaffard, 
Poisenilles and Graham, who are well- 
known aeronauts, computed that the balloon 
would lose comparatively a small amount 
of gas in a month. 


The gas used for balloons is now manu- 
factured and for sale, and can be transport- 
ed any distance in cylinders—1,700 to 1,800 
eylinders are sufficient to fill a polar bal- 
loon such as Mr. Andree will use, and can 
without any difficulty be transported to 
Spitzbergen. As it might be somewhat 
dangerous to fill a balloon in the open air, 
Mr. Andree will erect an open shed to cover 
the balloon when filled. 

The balloon under construction will be 
of such carrying power as to support a 
large, strongly built gondola. The gondola 
will contain a dark room for photographic 
purposes, a sleeping room for three per- 
sons, and will be provided with a system of 
sails for steering. The gondola will be sus- 
pended from the balloon in such a way 
that in case of disaster it can be instantly 
detached from the balloon. 

An interesting feature of the projected 
trip is that the balloon will not rise higher 
over the earth than on an average. 
fect. This will be accomplished by means of 
dragiines, constructed of cocoa fiber, thus 
ermitting them to float on water. The 

alloon can therefore be kept at the same 
distance from the earth in passing either 
over ice or water. 

The balloon will also be provided with a 

eat number of free hanging ballast lines. 

@ object of these is that in case the bal- 
loon from some Cause or other suddenly 
sinks to a great depth, as soon as the bal- 
last line touches the ground the balloon 
will be relieved of a corresponding weight 
and the sinking will stop before the gon- 
dola touches the ground. 

The journey, as now planned, will be in 
a direct line from Spitzbergen over the 
North Pole to Behring’s Sound, a distance 
of about 2,2% miles, and will not, it is ex- 

cted, occupy more than six days, which 
* fifth part of the time the balloon can 
float without refilling.

scientist. Photographs will be taken of the 
country 38 the balloon floats forward, and 
these will be taken in double sets. One set 
will be developed aboard the balloon in case 
the travelers meet with accident and have 
to take to the gondola. The balloon will 
also be provided with Davy's safety lamp, 
and an electric storage battery for cooking, 


etc. 

In the Polar regions during the month of 
July the sun, both by day and night, is at

The lowest temperature at Spitzbergen in 
July, 1883, was a few degrees &bove the 
gero point. : 

Another advantage of ballooning in the 
Arctic.regions is the absence of vegetation, 
and thus the drag-lines will pass along 
evenly and without obstruction, Still an- 
other advantage is the absence of electri- 
cal storms; no record has ever been made 
of lightning or. thunder in this part of the 

lobe. It has been suggested that a heavy 

ow fall would destroy the balloon, and 
this would certainly be a misfortune. But 
from records made at Spitzbergen in July 
this danger is not to be feared. 

The total cost of the expedition will be 
about $40,000, and this amount has already 
been subscribed. King Oscar of Sweden

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„J was born right here in New York, of 
German parents. My father was well-to-do, 
and gave me a good education. I speak 
French and German as fluently as I do En- 
glish. We had not only the comforts, but 
the luxuries of life. My father died sud- 
denly, and we found ourselves penniless. I 
knew that I must work. What could I do? 
There are not many ways for a woman to 
earn her. living legitimately. It was espe- 
cially hard for one who had never thought 
of self-support. 

“T had many friends among well-known 
artists her in the city, and my fine figure 
was often a subject of comment among 
them. Several of them asked me to pose 
for them. It was an easy and quick way 
to make money, so I clutched at it eagerly. 
I wouldn’t pose for the men undraped, 
however; but I did for two or three women 
artists. I was very anxious to go on the 
stage, as I had a well-trained voice and a 
good figure. My artist friends were inter- 
ested in me, and gave me letters to Mr. 
Hammerstein. That was just at the be- 
ginning of the living-picture craze. 

“I was engaged immediately to pose as 
Venus in the Venus and Tannhauser group, 
and as Diana in the triple picture, Diana- 
Aurora-La Luna. This wasn’t the work I 
wanted to do, but I took it, and the next 
thing I knew I was famous for fine posing. 
I was the only one found among 500 ap- 
plicants whose figure was equal to posing 
as Venus, and this I have done every night 
for — last six months right here in New 
York, 

“About ten days ago Mr. Aronson of the 
Casino sent for me and made me a very 
fiattering offer. I was taken a little off my 
feet when I learned that I was expected 
to pose merely in a coat of bronze paint, 
but I concluded that silk tights don't 
amount to much in the way of covering, 
and signed with him, 

“No human being can imagine what my 
feelings are while pretending to pose and 
while going through the ordeal. First, my 
maid rubs my thoroughly with a 
preparation resembling vaseline. Then she 
dusts a fine bronze powder over me until 1 
fairly glisten. I have the strangest sensa- 
tions when this powder is being put on. 

“When I mount the pedestal I forget the 
audience entirely. A model must feel her 
part just as an actress should, and the 
mental strain is equal to the physical. Of 
course, it is terrible on the nerves.”’ 

When asked if she was afraid of any evil 
effects from the use of the paint, Miss 
Bache said: “Truthfully speaking, I am. 
I have to go through the process of a 
Turkish bath every night to get it off, and 
this is reducing me ve mueh. In fact, I 
fee] miserably physicaliy and don’t think 
I can stand it much longer. I don't think

which comprise the most powerful organi- 
gations of this country. 

The various labor unions of this city en- 
roll a membership of thousands of men, all 
under complete control of able leaders. 
From their ranks have sprung men who 


have exerted great influence in the affairs 
of the city, State and nation. Men reared 
in the work-shop, whose lives have been 
sed in comparative obscurity, but whose 
ntelligence and capacity for leadership have 
made them felt throughout the country. 

Through opposition and discouragement 
these men have labored for working hu- 
manity, that their fellow laborer might be 
benefited, and the result has been that 
everywhere the cause of labor is a recog- 
nized power. 

Much has been done, but much yet re- 

ains to be done, and to this end the ef- 

rts of the leaders are directed. Frequently 
in the past the cause has suffered through 
incompetent directors, as all new causes do, 
but in the light of experience the leaders are 
selected with greater care, and those who 
fill’ such positions now are usually men of 
intelligence and sterling worth, who have 
been tried and not found wanting. 

A brief sketch is given in this article of 
some of the prominent labor leaders of St. 
Louis, to whose efforts are due in a great 
measure the present almost perfect organ- 
ization that exists here in labor circles. 

They are men who are not agitators, but 
leaders in the best sense of the word, who 
are recognized as honest, capable, indus- 
trious workmen, respected by all who know 
them and anxious only for the welfare of 
the cause they so nobly serve. 

There are in St. Louis 217 labor organiza- 
tions with a total membership of 45,000. The 
principal unions are as follows:

E. Kurzenknabe, National Secretary of 
the United Brewery Workmen of the 
United States, was a medical student in 
Germany. Compelled by lack of funds to 
abandon his chosen profession, he came to 
America in 1883 and found employment in 
a brewery in Brooklyn. Here he remained 
for nearly four years, during which time 
he was connected with several different 
breweries in Brooklyn and New York. 
He became prominent meanwhile in the lo- 
cal order of brewerymen and in 1886 was 
elected 8 of Union No. 1 of New 
York, which then was one of the most 
71 * in the country, numbering over 
,000 members. 

In 1888 the United Brewers’ Association 
made an attack on the union, and National 
Secretary Hertrand was accused of selling 
out to the brewers and escaped to Germany. 
A special convention was called at Chicago 
in July, 1888, and Mr. Kurzenknabe was 
elected National Secretary, which position 
he has held until the present time.

Edward J. Scanlan, President. of Local 
Union, No. 7, American Railway Union, is 
also a member of Tobacco-workers’ Con- 
ference Council, A. F. L. He was born in 
Scranton, Pa., July 4, 1858, and removed to 
St. Louis in 1869, and sold newspapers for 
eight years. He joined the nights of 
Labor in 1885, when he became prominent 
among railroad men. In 1890 he organized 
the Brotherhood of Railway Carmen and was 
elected Organizer for this district. He went 
te Pine Bluff, Ark., and organized railway 
carmen there and was elected a member of 
the Grievance Committee of the Cotton Belt 
system. On his return to St. Louis he be- 
came one of the projectors of the American 
Railway Union, which afterwards became 
such a factor in local labor circles. 

Mr. Scanian is conservative. During the 
great strike. when surrounded by men 
ready to do violence, he held them in check 
and no violent act was committed. He 
hopes ‘yet to see all organised labor grouped 
under one head.

The portfolio of State as an inanimate 
object is a great and glorious thing to put 
in the hands of an ambitious political leader 
in this country, but when it makes a Pan- 
dora’s box out of itself and sends forth a 
new international complication every time 
its top flap is opened, that same leader's 
lot is not a happy one.

Corn Shows More Strength Than 

Wheat Dem and for Flour Checked 
_Somewhat—Commercial Chat. 


Overconfident bears received another sharp 
reminder yesterday that this is not the sea- 
of the year to sell wheat too boldly on 

b The market had been sliding down 
hill pretty much all the week until at close 
of Friday May was 53%c, and July 53e. 
which is just 8½ decline from the preced- 
ing Saturday's close. And the market had a 
semi-demoraMzed appearance that portended 
liquidation and a sharp tumble in price was 


close at hand. But the short side was too 
popular, there were too many playing that 
side for a sure thing, and when some rather 
sensationally bullish information came to 
hand yesterday the small army of shorts be- 
came alarmed and all tried to cover at once. 
The natural result was a quick rise and at 
close of yesterday 64%c was bid for both 
May and July. 8 


The bull card yesterday that did the busi- 
ness was a statement from the Modern 
Miller, which from reports from 2,050 mill- 
ers in winter wheat sections estimated farm 
reserves at 82,000,000 bushels, the condition of 
the winter wheat plant at 76.83 and the 
acreage as compared with a year ago 91.63. 
Condition of plant on Pacific coast is gen- 
erally good, believed to be 85, with a smaller 
acreage in California. The 82,000,000 bushels 
farm reserve estimate is undoubtedly nearer 
right than the estimates of the Orange Judd 
Farmer, the Prairie Farmer, Bradstreet’s 
and other publications, hich so far ex- 
ceeded the Government's. But the low condi- 
‘tion of the growing crop reported by the 
Miller does not agree with crop advices re- 
ceived in St. Louis. The Crop prospect from 
this end of the line is regarded as better than 
a year ago and so it will be proven to be, un- 
less future weather conditions change its 
present promise. . 0 2 

The visible supply has of late once more 
been asserting its supremacy as the “big- 
gest thing’ in the wheat market. Every 
now and then it loses its influence—not ex- 
actly lost sight of, but disregarded by the 
trade at large—but it has never yet failed 
to get there eventually. Just now it is loom- 
ing up into greater and greater proportions 
and menacing the peace of minds and the 
bank accounts of the longs more and more, 
as the time is now rapidly approaching 
when stocks in primary markets must be 
shifted over to another delivery day. These 
Stocks have been sold ainst for May and 
the first of that month is not far off—a lit- 
tle over five weeks. Unless the bulls are pre- 
pared to take in and pay over 70,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat on that date, they must allow 
it to be changed over to July at their ex- 
pense, and they undoubtedly will allow 
that to be done. This means liquidation. It 
has appeared lately as though there are in- 
dications that this liquidation is near at 
hand. Something may turn up of a suf- 
ficiently bullish nature to hold the longs in 
for a time and postpone the evil day, but 
liquidation appears just now to be as as- 
sured before May 1 arrives as anything can 
be assured in this uncertain world. 


Nearly everything in the shape of a mar- 
ket influence has conspired of late to drive 
the longs to the verge of distraction and 
liquidation. Stocks in sight have not dees 
reduced as they should be at this season of 
the year and there are no signs of any de- 
mand that will cut into them materially 
in the near future. This demand can hardly 
be expected from abroad, when their own 
stocks at home and afloat for their shores 
are being increased, where a year ago they 
were running down rapidly. Nor is the 
consumptive demand of this country draw- 
ing largely upon its visible stocks. An in- 
crease in the movement to market has been 
a disheartening as well as an astonishing 
fact. It was not so much that receipts of 
spring wheat at Northwestern markets 
should increase, as it was that winter wheat 
arrivals should double up as they did at the 
Western markets. Thus, last week’s re- 
ceipts at these latter markets were 477,000 
bushels, exceeding the week before by 209,- 
000 bushels, and coming within 2,000 bushels 
of cérresponding week last year. That win- 
ter wheat sections, which were supposed ta 
have none to spare, should start out a 
fresh run of wheat to market surprised 
everyone. It only goes to show there was 
wheat held back in the country that no 
one had any idea was there. It also indicates 
the crop prospects are satisfactory in the 
sections this wheat comes from. There is 
hardly a doubt, however, but that the con- 
dition of the growing crop is generally 
promising. Its average condition is eer- 
tainly the best for two years past at this 
season of the year.

Consequently, it never 
reached me. hen the question was first 
brought up, Assistant City Counselor Mack- 
lin, in the absence of Mr. William Marshall, 
‘rendered an opinion that I had no right to 
let the books go out of my office. The 
question hinged on whether or not the board 
is sitting in the Recorder’s office.” 

Do you consider that a revision based on 
an examination of cards or slips is a com- 
pliance with the law?“

He saw visions, but could not fash- 
ion them in external form for the world to 
enjoy. Artistically, he was purely receptive. 


Fortunately, he — — this fact. Let 
me enjoy and be content with that. Poetic | 


feeling is not artistic power. The emotions 
which I experience while hearing music, in 
beautiful scenery, before fine pictures, in 
cathedrals, at the thought of noble men— 
these enable me to enjoy, intensify the glow 
of life, and raise me to a higher sphere. 
But from them to actual plastic art there 
is a mighty step to make.“ 

But this very keen capacity for enjoyment 
implied a paralysis- of active power. He 
had not the faculty of life. Overcultivated, 
appreciative of greatness in art and litera- 
ture, he was disdainful of small achieve- 
ments, and yet his gloomy reflections goaded 
him on. He had no decided bent toward any- 
thing positive but could not forego the 
pleasure of work. About this time the crisis 
Fame.

His childhood was lonely and unhappy. 
It could not be otherwise. ee and mys- 
tical, he had no companions and was not un- 
derstood, even by those whose duty it was 
to do so. His sleep was tormented by hor- 
rible dreams, and his waking hours troubled 
by the memory of them. They were his only 
terrors, for physically he did not know fear. 
eres ars entered his father’s house one 
night, but he thought little about them. 1 
made the mental reflection,“ he says, that 
people who were afraid of robbers could 
never have seen visions or dreamed night- 
mares. Those men did not affect my imag- 
ination disagreeably. So far as I thought 
about them at all I sympathized with their 
audacity and felt my curiosity aroused. 
Neither then nor afterwards did I fear any- 
thing so much as my own self. What that 
contained was a terror to me. Things of 
fiesh and blood, brutal and murderous as 
they might be, could always be taken by the 
hand and fraternized with. They were men 
and from men I did not shrink. reams and 
visions exercised a far more potent spell. 
Nigh to them lay madness and utter impo- 
tence of self-control” 

Beside his dreams he was afflicted with a 
form of self-absorption similar to a trance. 
“At church, or in company, or when I was 
reading, I felt the approach of the mood. 
Irresistibly it took possession of my mind 
and will, lasted what seemed an eternity, 
and disappeared in a series of rapid sensa- 
tions, which resembled the awakening from 
anaesthetic influence.“ The trance con- 
sisted in a gradual but swiftly progressive 
Obliteration of space, time, sensation, and the 
multitudinous factors of experience which 
. ualify what we are pleased to 
callOurself. In proportion as these con- 
ditions of ordinary consciousness were sub- 
tracted, the sense of an underlying or es- 
sential consciousness acqu intensity. 
At last nothing remained but a pure, abso- 
lute abstract self. And what then? The 
apprehension of a coming dissolution, the 
grim conviction that this state was the last 
state of the conscious self, the sense th I 
had followed the last thread of beine to 
the verge of the abyss, and had arrived at 
demonstration of eternal Maya or illusion, 
stirred or seemed to stir me up again.“ This 
trance recurred frequently during youth 
and until his 28th year, 
experienced tn later life. 

His aesthetic sensibilities were acutely 
alive; a line of poetry of unusual insight 
would throw him into a spasm of pain or

After 
he shrank from the ex re of emo-

stem. What is left? Science for those who 
are scientific, art for artists, and all literary 
men are artists in a way. But science falis 
not to the lot of all. Art is hardly worth pur- 
suing now, so bad are the times we live in 
for its exercise, so faulty our ideas, so far 
more excellent the clean bright atmosphere 
of antique Hellas. What then is left? Has- 
heesh I think; hasheesh of one sort or an- 
other. We can dull pangs of present by liv- 
ing the past again in reveries or learned 
studies, by illusions of the fancy and a life 
of self-indulgent dreaming.“ But this is not 
enough. The world weighs on us, Nature 
and conscience cry: Work while it is yet 
day. The spirit thrills us with its chidings. 
Hasheesh is good for a season. But this is 
no selution of the problem. Criticism, study, 
. artistic pleasure will not satisfy the 
soul.“ 

This speculative crisis ended in a determi- 
nation to embark in literature. The idea of 
the renaissance in Italy came to him and in 
spite of misgivings and moody despair grad- 
ually took form. His marriage, which took 
place in 1864, and the birth of children helped 
to draw his attention away from his dreams 
and his literary work, remitted only during 
paroxysms of pessimism, answered the cry 
of nature and conscience for achievement.

The mere events of Symbnds’ life are of 
littie interest. He suffered the usual ups 
and downs“ of ordinary humanity, but they 
were of small moment, because they had no 
relation to his real life which was wholly 
inner end ideal. He was not original, but 
receptive. He could not, therefore, do any 
real work, but he had the rare faculty of 
interpreting the work of others, simplifying 
it, making it glow with meaning to other- 
wise irresponsive souls. His real self, how- 
ever, not what he did or tried to do, what 
he was, not his achievement is the chief 

int of interest and in these two volumes 
nterestis held with more fascination than is 
found in any but the great novels or poems. 
John Addington Symonds was one of the 
great facts of this world. And in the pres- 
ence of this fact, of a personality so well 
worth knowing, it is not necessary to ask 
what he. did. It is enough for us to know 
that he was.

RALL’S RIDGE RICHES. 


— — — — 
Lost Lead Mine Discovered in the Kas- 
kaskia River Hills. 


RED BUD, III., March 23.—A rich lead 
mine has been discovered several miles east 
of this place on Rall's Ridge, a line of 


broken hills skirting the Kaskaskia River. 
The ore is said to be of good quality and 
will assay 50 per cent at the least calcula- 
tion. Pierre Chartreatl, a miner, had been 
searching for lead in this county for over 
twenty years and his lost mine“ has 
come a by-word with the people here, who 
long ago ceased paying attention to his 
wonderful stories of the rich “Kaskaskia 
lode’ of the Indians, which he was always 
on the verge of discovering. 

Last Friday morning he came to town 
with a tale of how his search was at last 
rewarded. His earnestness caused several 
people to listen to his story of how the dis- 
covery came about. He told them he had 
been digging guided by a tradition handed 
down to his father, a quarter breed Kaskas- 
kia Indian, directing him to look at a 
spot half way between a small spring and a 
large boulder at the foot of the east bluffs 
of the Kaskaskia River, and had found the 
identical cave from which the savages pro- 
cured the lead. He said that rude mining 
tools — 5 scattered about the place, and ly- 
ing behind the stone which had so long hid- 
den the entrance was a crumbling Indian 
skeleton. 

Stimulated by curiosity several people 
went with him to investigate and found he 
had told the truth. The find is the result of 
years of search for the mine which fur- 
nished the lead brought to the old village of 
Kaskaskia nearly two centuries ago by the 
Indians, who, within a twelve hours’ 
journey, returned to the settlement laden 
with rich specimens of lead ore in such 
quantities as they could carry, which was 
bartered for liquor, tobacco and provisions 
and although every inducement was offered 
them to make known the location of the 
mine the secret was never revealed. They 
were closely watched, and many times fol- 
lowed, but were too cunning to give even 
the most remote clue to the location of the 
place from which the lead was ob . 

Father Brobisquet, the Catholic priest at 
Kaskaskia at that time, who was greatly 
beloved by the Indians, resolved to solve 
the mymery. He closely, questioned the 
savages and by dint of entreaties and play- 
ing upon their religious impressions caused 
them to agree to conduct him blind-folded

Accordingly with two Kaskaskia chiefs 
and several Indian followers they set out 
from the village at night for the mine, an

State of Affairs Which Shows How 
Little Regard the Supplies Office 
Had for Business Methods.

One or 
more of the big dressed beef concerns step- 
ped in at least to secure a part of the con- 
tract...The bidding became quite active, 
with the result that meat for the Work- 
house was furnished at $2, and the average 
was only $3.38%, while the market price of 
the class of meat called for in the contract 
was $5.50, or $2.11% higher than the average 
bid and $3.50 higher than was bid on the 
meat for the Work-house. As a result of 
this extremely low bidding an inferior 
class of meats is said to have been delivered 
to the various institutions. 


Almost identically the same thing hap- 
pews in September, when the next quarter- 
y contract was let. Some of the big houses 
prepared bids, and the competition brought 
rices down to the low average of $3.35%, or 
c lower than for the June quarter, though 
the market average was $4.2 or $1.25 lower 
than at the previous letting. Riley Bros. 
were bidders in June and succeeded in secur- 
ing the Work-house contract, but that is 
the only time in fifteen months that they 
secured even a part of the contracts, and 
the figure at which they secured it is the 
lowest bid in the time given. Quinlan and 
1 secured nearly all of the con- 
racts. 


In December none of the big houses were 
bidders, and the result was that the con- 
tracts were all awarded at $6.10, while the 
market price was $4.25. It can easily be 
seen that, while the market was the lowest 
at any quarterly letting for fifteen months, 
the bids were next to the highest for the 
Same period.

Owing, however, to the want of funda, the 


commission was unable to provide for more 
than 945 families. Land was offered by char- 
jtable persons in almost all parts of the 
city and its environs. About acres were 
accepted and the land was plowed, har- 
rowed and staked off by the commission 
into parcels of from one-quarter to one-half 
acre each, and each applicant assigned a 
lot. Seed potatoes, beans and other seeds 
were furnished, the total cost being about 
$3,600. The ground was planted under the 
direction of the committee's foreman, the 
potatoes and seeds being delivered on the 
ground and immediately planted. Later on 
a crop of turnips was also sown and har- 
vested. But nearly all kinds of garden truck 
was raised, and although the patches were 
unfenced, little or no trespassing or steal- 
ing was done, the gardens being in special 
charge of the police. There were harvested 
of potatoes alone 14,175 bushels, with large 


quantities of white beans and other vege- 


tables, thus hetting food for the cultivators 
ot from $12,000 to $14,000, at a cost to the 
commission of only $3,600. 

When it is considered that the plan was 
put into operation late in the spring, that 
nearly all the land was poor and had never

It is generally conceded that the success 
of the Detroit plan is due to the ability and 
energy of Cornelius Gardener, Captain of 
the 19th Infantry, U. 8. A., stationed at 
Fort Wayne, inside the city limits of De- 
troit. As an army officer he had much ex- 
perience in organization and handling of 
men and the care of army gardens. Mr. 
Pingree, therefore, selected him to take 
charge of the experiment and he devoted 
to it all his leisure time during last sum- 
mer. 

In order, therefore, that the readers of 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch might have a 
clear insight from an original source into 
this philanthropic movement, Capt. Garde- 
ner was requested to furnish this paper 
with a history of his work, which he 
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been subjected to fertilization, and that 
every detail the work was experimental, 
the result is rprising and full of promise 
to those who.will carry the movement to its 
realization. 

The movement has already found ardent 
advocates and promoters in New York City. 
Mavor Strong has given it his enthustastic 
approval, and already hundreds of acres 
- of land have been donated, together with 
thousands of dollars in cash, to start 
the plan and make it successful. 

There is even more reason why it should 
succeed in St. Louis.

HELPING THE POOR. 


Capt. Gardener Describes the Work of 
the Detroit Commission. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In answer to your letter requesting that I 
should write out some suggestions embody- 
ing the results of our experience in what 


upon each piece a couple of barrels kept 
filed with water in which copperas has been 
dissolved, and also two or three cheap 
sprinkling pots. 

The management of the experiment was 
entirely gratuitous and also a great por- 
tion of the preliminary work in superin- 
tendence. The funds to carry on tne work 
were contributed by charitable people, one- 
half being subscribed by employes of the 
city departments. 

The entire cost was something over $3,600, 
or, deducting value of plows, harrows, etc., 
on hand, $3.45 per lot. This includes cost 
of potatoes for seed. 


The committee found it unprofitable to 
use small fields such as single lots. These 
it did not plow, but to any person who 
offered to spade any lot seeds were given. 
Many persons who had never been upon 
the books of the Poor Commission, yet who 
from want of work or poverty were worthy 
of help, were assigned lots by our commit- 
tee. ome thirty lots were cultivated by 
widows, who, having growing boys, were 
able to take care of the crop properly. In 
fact, in many cases where the head of the 
family had succeeded in getting a job, the 
lots were taken care of by the women and 
children. 

Instructions, printed in English, German 
and Polish, how to plant and take care of 
the seed planted were issued to each cul- 
tivator in the first instance. 

Inasmuch as the largest item in food 
production is labor and that this is fur- 
nished by the people, much good can be 
done with little expense upon the lines here 
indicated and such persons as have had to 
do with truck-raising can best appreciate 
how much food can be raised from half an 
acre. 


As a result of last year’s experience one 
of the city poor commissioners in an in- 
terview. states that to his knowledge at 
least 100 families to whom we had given 
land have gone into the country around 
Detroit upon abandoned farms or vacant 
lands in order to work them on shares for 
the purpose of raising vegetables. The 
money value of the harvest was at least 
$15,000,.and it is fair to say that with a 
seasonable summer this amount ‘would 
have been 5.000. 

In cultivating land in this manner the re- 
cipient does not lose his self-respé¢t and 
becomp knen as a pauper; because what 
he obtains is three-fourths the r It of 
his own teborand not of gift, and.the whole 
project is @me of assistance in the true 
meaning of the word. In inaugurating this 
experiment in practical philanthropy in any 
city I deem it necessary to say that its 
success depends very largely upon the activ- 
ity of the manager and the good common 
sense 4 — experience of his fore- 
men, as well as upon other usual conditions.

Trundling about painfully 
(so it seems) in his little cart or sitting bolt 
upright on his rollers at.the side of a 
crowded Parisian thoroughfare asking alms, 
he is the prince of French beggars and im- 
postors. hile imploring the public’s sym- 
pathy, and getting it in a shower of silver 
and * coins, the culs-de-jatte looks 
utterly decrepit and even his upper limbs 
seem of little use. 

His face is pinched and wan. But let the 
gendarmes start a raid on the seekers after 
alms and clear the street, lo and behold! the 
cul-de-jatte fairly flies over the street in his 
clumsy, trundle-cart and his arms, developed 
at the expense of the rest of the body, 
ply the propelling flatirons“ rapidly.

Safety Committee’s Representa- 
tives Return Empty Handed. 


THE ELECTION BILL DEAD. 


Frederick N. Judson and George E. 
Leighton Review Their Work 
at the State Capital. 


The committee of the St. Louis Safety 
Committee, consisting of George E. Leigh- 
ton, F. N. Judson, S. A. Bemis, Nathan Cole, 
Isaac W. Morton and Jacob Furth, with 
Henry T. Kent as counsel, which went to 
Jefferson City to endeavor to secure the 
passage of an election bill, has returned. 
The committee appeared before a conference 


committee of the two houses, and a presen- 
tation of the desires of the St. Louis Safety 
Committee was made by Messrs. Leighton 
and Judson. 

The conference committee of the Senate 
and lower house could come to no agree- 
ment, and separated agreeing to so report to 
their respective bodies, 

Messrs. Leighton and Judson in reporting 
upon their mission have this to say: 

MR. LEIGHTON’'S REPORT. 

The visit of the St. Louis safety commit- 
tee to Jefferson City was distinctly in the 
ae of an effort te harmonize the situ- ) 
ation. 1 

The situation had been complicated by ex- 
treme partisans in both Houses. With the 
members generally of both houses I think 
there was a disposition to remedy the more 
apparent evils of the present system, but 
something of a determination to do it in a 
e way, or not at all. This was per- 

aps a necessary condition, however, un- 
fortunate, of the different political affilia- 
tions of the two Houses. Party and House 
pride made any concession difficult, how- 
ever slight. 

All the bills—and especially the bills which 
passed the House and the Senate bill—are 
a distinct advance on present conditions. 
Three-fourths of both bills are the same. 
The small precinct registration and the open 
lists are the chief provisions of each. 

The difference was almost exclusively in 
the fact that the House bill abolishes the 
office of Recorder, substituting a Bo of 
Commissioners, while the Senate bill pre- 
serves the office, with Httle or no check 
upon his arbitrary powers. 

The conference committee, after failure to

Ranged around each table, standing, are 
from four to eight men. Upon these tables 
goes every letter coming into the Post-office 
—showered, dumped, poured, in an unceas- 
ing avalanche” All that the men at the ta- 
bles do is to face“ the letters so that they 
all front uniformly.

When the mail is stam it is next to be 
separated. This means that the great mass 
of matter must be gone over and thrown 
into pigeon holes according to the States for 
which it is destined. Nineteen separators 
standing before nineteen separate cases 0 

igeon holes, do this work, the mail being 
Srought to their respective places, which are 
further to the rear, toward cust street, in 
Section A. These men work.so mechanical- 
ly that one would never imagine that every 
error they may make in throwing“ a let- 
ter into a wrong pigeon hole is charged up to 
them. They stand there and flip“ like noth- 
ing in the world so much as a lot of boys 
killing flies against window panes. Their 
work is a clear case of training eyes and 
arm muscles into machines. It is said that 
if you were to ask one of them to what 
pigeon hole a certain letter belonged, he 
could not tell you. But give him the letter 
and he would throw“ it into the right 
pigeon hole without stopping to think. 

rom the separators, the mail goes to the 
distributors. There are thirty-eight of these 
latter in Section A, and their work consists 
in again distributing the letters through 
pigeon holes, but this time with regard to 
their individual post offices and the roads 
they go over. The general system is the same 
as that described in the work of the separa- 
tors, except that when the letters are thus 
distributed printed slips with the names of 
the roads are placed on them and they are 
then tied up in these separate packages. 


The mail is now ready for distribution 
in the pouches. Still further back towards 
Locust street, in section A, two men stand 
upon a raised platform, a table in front of 
them. Surrounding them is a rising amphi- 
theater of tier after tier of iron railings 
with hooks at regular intervals, and from 
these hooks hang the mail pouches with 
mouths gaping wide open. The pouches are 
hung according to railroads and the time 
at which the various trains leave—that is.

The fund of $10,000 will suf- 
fice, as there was not $30,000 worth of day 
work done during the last three years. I 
have not got the exact figures now, but will 
obtain them from Mr. Macklind. Of course, 
the amount of the 10 per cent added to Muel- 
ler’s bills for day work will also be reduced 
in the same proportion as the amount for 
labor and carts.“ 

The reporter recalled a statement of Capt. 
Macklind that the wife of one laborer said 
she drew $1.25 a day for her husband for 
certain day wor but that she saw the 
paymaster write $1.50 in the book. 

“If that proves to be correct,” sald Maj. 
Murphy, “it shows we will have to go be- 
hind the pay-rolls. We will have to exam- 
ine the laborers themselves. The wages of 
day laborers paid by all the city depart- 
ments is $1.50. The city did not reduce wages 
on account of a surplus of idle men seeking 
work, and it did not expect its contractors 
to do so. It was the intention of the Board 
of Public Improvements when it drew the 
last contract that 51.50, and not $1, a day 
should be paid street cleaners. I am glad 
the city, and not the contractors, will reap 
the benefits which may accrue.” 

Major Murphy however waited for the 
Post-Dispatch to discover that there was 
a — to accomplish this laudable 
end. 

“Another thing.“ continued Major Mur- 
phy, the city pays first-class wages. It has 
a right to expect that first-class men shall 
be employed. For day work we shall insist 
hereafter that younger men shall em- 
ployed.” 

The crusade of the Post-Dispatch against 
filthy streets has also proven effective. At 
least it has roused the Street Department 
to a sense of its Gutes. Major Murphy 
handed the reporter the following letter

As the time for the various train depart- 
ures arrives an army of truckmen are un- 
hooking these pouches, loading them on 
their trucks, and hurrying them to the 
waiting wagons backed up to the Locust 
street doors. The allowed time for reaching 
the Union Station is fifteen minutes, and 
22 regulations demand that there must 

e a margin of ten minutes at the Union 
Station end of the line, so this means that 
the last wagon of mail for any one train 
must leave the Post-office at least twenty- 
five minutes before train time. Mailing 
Superintendent Robertson's assistant, Mr. 
Eugene Reno, keeps his eye on this feature 
of the work. The mail wagons are run on 
Government contract by Mason & Cult 
of Cleveland, who have a similar contract 


in other large cities. 


With the delivery of the pouches to the 
mail wagons, the work at the Post-effice 
for that mall is ended. The distribution of 
the foreign mail has also been going on 
meanwhile under Foreign Mail Clerk E. D. 
Ruth in his quarters to the right of the 
main room in section A,and the foreign mail 
pouches, elaborately sealed, are also duly 
delivered. 

Downstairs in section B, the system of 
work is the same as already described in 
section A, except that the matter handled 
is bulky, ing papers, packages, etc. This 
department is in charge of Mr. Harry Mc- 
Caffrey, ex-baseball player, and one time 
member of the St. Louis Browns. 

With the departure of the last wagon for 
the 9 o’clock Vandalia East train, the “night 
rush” at the Post-office is over. The force 
is then relieved from duty, with the excep- 
tion of a few men who are kept on for the 
long night watch. It has been a busy two 
or three hours, and the hundred or more 
men are tired out. But they have this same 
grind every night in the week, except Sun- 
day, when only a small force is kept on. 
Handling the evening mail for a city of 600, 
000 population is no picnic.

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TABLE DECORATIONS. 


Pink and green are the favored colors at 
present for table decorations, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the last season has b a 
“white’ one, and no other shades can be 
made so beautiful or becoming. - in spite of 
the long-held idea that green is trying. 
The light thrown through a green shade of 
just the right tint is improving to all but 
the most sallow complexions ahd a pink 
shade is becoming to every one. 

Lighting is such a factor in artistic enter- 
taining since daylight was tabooed that 
she who would produce a correct result 
must look very closely to her lamps and 
candies. And never were lamps and candles 
so lovely and artistic as now. 


The special reigning fad of the hour is 
to have everything to match, from table 
linen to silver and china, and the lamps 
are now made en suite with the dinner or 


Juncheon set. The bowls of Dresden, Sevres 
or Worcester ware are delicately painted 
with flower sprigs or wreaths, and shades 
to match come with them, although shades 
of silk, chiffon or lace, aint or em- 
broidered 
are far more popular. Matching the fragile 
china in other materials is a task requiring 
great patience and care, but it must be 
done if the lamp-owner would be fashiona- 
le. 


The ribbons from the chandelier, which 
are capable of too good effect to be ig- 
nored entirely, are either of pink and green 
combined or are of brocade as nearly. like 
the pattern of thé lamp and shade as pos- 
sible: the flower favors also correspond, 
and even the doylies, the ices and the bon- 
bons must match. 


Flowers are a much cheaper item now- 
adays than in past seasons, for it is the 
thing at present to have but a single rose, 
two or three delicate pansies or a tiny 
bunch of violets at each plate instead of the 
costly and ostentatious uquets of a few 
years ago, and even the centerpiece bears 
but a small resemblance to the immense 
article associated with its name. A dozen 
or so of roses, plentifully interspersed with 
feathery ferns, a low mound of violets en- 
circled with natural mogs or a glass bowl 
filled with pansies are the only things seen 
at stylish entertainments, and loose blos- 
soms are scattered with seeming careless- 
ness wherever a space uncovered by a dish 
or doyly appears. The entire supp! of 
flowers for a swell affair can be purchased 
for less money than was paid for one-half

Many a shallow- minded male belleves no 
doubt that the underlying motive of dress 
reform is mere envy of his trousers. That 
is far, indeed, from the truth. Woman may 
envy them in so far as they are useful, but 
at the same time she shudders at their ugti- 
ness. She has intelligence and artistic taste 
enough to enable her to design, something 
at once as serviceable and less offenstye to 
the eye. She has the advantage of nok be- 
ing committed by a century of custom to 
the parallel cylinders, and also of being 
trained in the fashioning of artistic drap- 
erles and the combining of harmonious 
colors. 

But the skirt is not the worst feature of 
woman's dress to a reformer. Corsets and 
the system by which a great weight is sus- 
pended from the waist are considered the 
worst evils. Skirts are bad when they are 
long enough to gather up dirt, but many re- 
formers include them, properly curtailed, in 
their schemes of rational dress. 

Dress reform is not accomplished in a 
day. The change is now taking place. 
Thoughtful women throughout the land are 
wearing reformed garments. Women bi- 
cyclists who wear bloomers are doing a no- 
ble work in preparing public sentiment for 
the change. 

The dress reformers of the National 
Council, whose views are given at length 
here, are both practical and moderate in 
their ideas. They do not wish to provide 
amusement for the frivclous. Some would 
ni pone conceal their most cherished de- 
vices. 

Certain general principles, governing the 
construction of a rational costume, may be

Jew to be a citizen. The principles of 


leaders in thought had awakened a response 
in the hearts of the people, and when the 


day of reckoning came—the French revolu- 


tlon—on which so many relics of mediaeval 
barbarism and intolerance were swept 
away, the light of a better day dawned 
upon the Jew. 

For centuries driven like the stricken deer 
from land to land, these Hagars and Ish- 
macis of mankind at last found a hearing 
and a defense in the National Assembly of 
France. On the 27th of September, 1791, a 
resolution was offered in that body, which 
freed the Jews of France from the shackles 


of slavery. Their enfranchisement, how- | 


ever, was not due alone to the upheaval 
caused by the Revolution. 

Their cause had been agitated for years 
by the best and most enlightened of their 
coreligionists, and among them the noble 
form of Ce Berr stands forth as their 
heroic champion. He enlisted in their be- 
half such valiant and humane Christians as 
Mirabeau, Malesherbe and Abbi Gregoire. 
During the Reign of Terror, the Jews were 
somewhat endangered on account of their 
loyal and conservative attitude, but the 
Constitution of 1795 again recognized and 
established their political equality. 


Along with the changes that came over 
France through the arbitrary sway of Na- 
poleon, the Jews were again threatened 
with diminution of their rights. The ene- 
mies of the Jews were always on the alert, 
and when Napoleon passed through Strass- 
burg, after his campaign against Austria, 
he was besieged with accusations against 
them. Before the days of the emancipa- 
tion Strassburg and other cities had the 
right to exclude the Jews from domicile, 
and now that they had come among them 
and strong competitors in business, 


~ 


the worthy burghers of these towns en- 
deavored to induce Napoleon to handicap 
them —= by a curtailment of their 
rights. he “Little Captain” lent a willing 
ear to the complaints, and if he had deemed 
it politic, he would certainly not have hesi- 
tated to settle the difficulty in a summary 
way against. the Jews. 

But the Jewish citizens of Paris, Bor- 
deaux and Nancy had already served 
France too well for any high-handed pro- 
eeeding, and, besides, Napoleon had plans 
for the future in which he counted on the 
co-operation of the Jews. Instead of simply 
advising the complainants to seek their re- 
Gress for actual wrongs in the courts of the 
land, to which Jews and non-Jews were 
alike amenable, as he ought to have done, 
he decided to have an assembly of represen- 
tative Jews from all the provinces of the 
realm convene in the city of Paris in order 
to give authentic and authoritative infor- 
mation as to the attitude of the Jews to- 
ward the Christians. 


The famous — 21 composed of about 
100 members, met in Paris on the 2th of 
July, 1806. The whole affair, so far as the 
Emperor was concerned, was evidently A 
plece of strategy and diplomacy, such as 
characterized his whole public life. He in- 
tended to set a trap for the Jews, and the 
man into whose hands the formulation of 
the questions to be answered was entrusted

(Count Mole) would have chuckled for joy 
if the Jews had been ensnared. But the 
Jews hed nothing to conceal and nothing to 
fear. Theirs was the cause of justice and 
Outraged numanity standing for vindication 
against ingrained prejudice and bigotry. If 
left to plead for itself it must have found 
favor before a tribunal just and humane, 
but in this instance it was put into the keep- 
ing of men of well-earned renown, esteemed 
for their honor, their zeal, their learning. 

There was Abraham Furtado, who was 
chosen as the President of the assembly, 
one of the brightest ornaments of the Por- 
tuguese congregation of Bordeaux, a patri- 
otic Frenchman, a zealous Jew, and, withal, 
of such nice parts that he was more than a 
match for the imperial commissioner in a 
forensic contest. 

There was the enthusiastic Isaac Berr and 
his son Michael, both of whom had earned 
their spurs in doing battle for the cause of 
their downtrodden brethren. 

There was Joseph David Sinzheim, the 
Rabbi of the Strassburg, a man of profound 
moral earnestness, of winsome character 
and deeply learned in the lore of Israel. 

Among the laity there were such men as 
Moses May, who had served six years in the 
French army with distinction, had received 
the insignia of the Legion of Honor and 
then lived in retirement at Neufchatel as a 
model farmer. 

There was Simon Mayer, of Paris, likewise 
a soldier, doing military duty at that very 
juncture, a man who was alike skilled to 
wield the pen and the sword in the cause of

“He rented the cottage from a farmer, 
John Valentine, who lived on the other side 
of the road, for about $65 a year.

His 
perbonal character, as I remember it, was 
not nearly so black as it was painted. His 
besetting sin, drink, was his misfortune 
rather than his fault. 

“He was always kind, as I knew him, to 
his poor little wife, Virginia. She died in 
the cottage. Her mother, Mrs. Clemm, was 
also kind to him. His wife used to attend 
the Dutch Reformed Church that is still 
standing here. She was buried in the 
church-yard. 

When not under the influence of liquor 
Poe in manner was retiring. His bearing 
was intellectual and his face would impress 
any one that he was no ordinary man. 

“I was once walking in the Strand, in Lon- 
don, when I came across a book-seller’s 


shop, where, among some portraits, was a 
very good likeness of Poe. I was so im- 
pressed with the face that I bought the pict- 
ure and brought it home. That was before 
I knew Poe. I have that picture of Poe yet, 
and if there is.to be a Poe reawakening I 
must get it out and take a look at it.”

PARIS, Feb. 20.—A shabbily-dressed man 
in the last stages of consumption presented 
himself at one of the Paris hospitals re- 
cently, and was received and cared for.
